The virtues of this horse bean 
cover cron, developed especially 
for nrchnrdlsts. are the amallness 
of tlie size of the seed and an 
extraordinarily large vegetative 
growth of the nlnnt and its root¬ 
ing system. The two latter fen'- 
nres make It possible to cover 
large acreages with cnmparatlvelv 
little seeding, as conmared with 
other varieties of this popular 
winter growing legume. 

This one Item of th<» fair ex 
hibit was praised hv the jiub'es 
at the state fair and attracted the 
attention of large mimhers of or- 
chardlsts.

The National Antomohile Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, through one of its officials, George M. 
(iraham, chairman of its traffic ])lanning and 
safety committee, has recorded a sane view of 
outdoor advertising signs in their relation to 
public welfare. He calls attention to the va.st 
im])rovcment during recent years in outdoor 
ad\ertising, and declares that billboards that 
are bulletins of honest merchandising and 
works of genuine arti.stic merit are actually 
juihlic benefit in cities where the)- freipiently 
bide unsightly lots. 

He admits, also, that with the incrca>e of 
highway travel the temptation p. catch wide 
luiblic :i(tcntion has been ma<le hard to resist, 
.since the value of the highway ;is an adver¬ 
tising metlinm has been so tremendously in¬ 
creased. 

“Hut," he adds, “the value of the attention 
of the motoring luihlie brings with it !i re- 
sfifuisibility. 'I'hc arhertiser must consider 
not only the effect of his advertisemnf. but 
also liow it affects the enjoyment and safetv 
of the traveling ]inblic." 

‘.\ bojird,” he .says, “whicli obstructs ;i 
curse or a crossroad, or wbicli mats an attrac¬ 
tive view, i.s a public detriment. 

i’-verv field of effort, ' he says, comment¬ 
ing on the good side of liillhoard advertising, 
‘has its limitations, however, and clear vision 
of the roadway, jilus a regard for natural 
.scenery, should be fundamental factors in the 
location of billboard sites." 

I hat states the situation succinctlv and 
<|uite adc<|uatfly. I'.tit e.'v|.erirnce show’s that 
.such apjteals to ethical roiisidcrations are not 
.sufficient to overcome the eagerness for profit 
with all business concerns. .Some which used 
to be the chief users of highway atlvertising 
signs h.'ivc felt the force of sncli argnments 
ard have withdrawn their billboards, but 
u.any others persist. The ttiost effective 
ineans of persuading these .survivals would be 
an organized public opinion wliich would in¬ 
duce people generally to regard such signs 
as reasons for refraining from patronizing 
these concerns instead of buying the liighvvav- 
advertised products. If the effect of these 
obno.xious signs were tietrimcntal rather than 
beneficial the signs would promptly disap¬ 
pear. Short of prohibitory legislation, which 
is a difficult matter, public disapproval is the 
most forceful means of curbing the sort of 
advertisers with whom appeals to ethics an 1 
public welfare have little weight.
